statem ent 
in

of the evidence of the M erritt brothers 
before the Stanley committee in W ash­ 
ington, reflecting upon Mr. Rockefel­ 
ler in connection with some ore and 
railroad 
properties on the 
Mesabe 
range: 
‘ Referring to the testimony of the 
M erritt brothers before the Stanley 
committee, 
in 
which 
they charged 
fraud and m isrepresentation by Mr. 
Rockefeller and Mr. Gates in connec­ 
tion with the Lake Superior Consoli­ 
dated Iron .Mines, and th at they w*ere 
deprived of their interest in that com­ 
pany by means of a loan made them 
by Mr. Rockefeller of $420,000, w'hich 
he called during the panic of 1893. all 
of which statem ents were denied un­ 
der oath in the United States courts at 
the trial of the litigation in 1895, it 
would be absurd to try in the news­ 
papers at this late date the issues in 
that case, but it is significant that 
upon the settlem ent which was made 
at the close of that litigation, both 
Alfred and Leonidas Merritt, the tw’o 
who testified before the Stanley com­ 
mittee, together with all the other 
members 
of 
the 
family, 
gave

Rockefeller the following paper: 
“ ‘Certain m atters of difference have 
existed between the undersigned and 
John D. Rockefeller and a certain liti­ 
gation has been pending between the 
undersigned Alfred M erritt and Mr.

tions were made by Mr. Rockefeller 
and those acting for him concerning 
certain properties sold by him to the

Mines. 
It is hereby declared that 
from recent independent investigation 
made by us or under our direction, we 
have become satisfied that no m isrep­ 
resentation was made or fraud com­ 
mitted by Mr. Rockefeller or by his 
agents or attorneys for him upon the 
sale bj* him of any property to us or 
any of us or to the Lake Superior 
Consolidated Iron Mines or upon the 
purchase by him from one or more o f 
us of any stocks or interests in any 
mining or railway company or compa­ 
nies cr upon the pledge by us or either 
of us to him of stocks and securities 
belonging to one or more of us. and 
we hereby withdraw all such charges 
and claims and exonerate Mr. Rocke­ 
feller and his agents and attorneys 
therefrom.

LEGAL QUIBBLE 
DID NOT STAND 


Supreme Court Denies Prison­ 


er's Contention 


A REGENT FUGITIVE’S APPEAL 


When Jesse Southerland Broke From 
Jail His Case Was Stricken From 
the Docket— Upon Rearrest He Set 
Up the Contention That There Was 
No Case Against Him, but the High 
Court Says Otherwise. 


Indianapolis, Nov. 21.—A prisoner 
who breaks from jail and becomes a 
fugitive from justice is not injured, 
the 
supreme 
court 
holds, 
if 
the 
trial court strikes the cause from the 
docket without dismissing it, and at 
the end of tive years, when the prison­ 
er is found, reinstates the case, re­ 
arrests the prisoner and convicts him. 
The decision is in the appeal of 
Jesse Southerland, who was convicted 
of assault and battery with intent to 
murder Melvin W ebster in March of 
1906. 
After Southerland was Indicted 
and arrested he escaped from jail and 
the Sullivan circuit court struck the 
case from the docket without dismiss­ 
ing it. 
Southerland was found a'fter 
nearly five years, in February of 1911, 
and the court placed the case on the 
docket again, issued a bench w arrant 
and surprised the prisoner after his 
five years of wandering by making 
him face a trial. 
The prisoner’s coun­ 
sel filed a motion to dismiss because 
the cause had been stricken from the 
docket and replaced thereon without 
the prisoner’s consent and in his ab­ 
sence. 
The supreme court held that the de­ 
cisions regarding the right of a prison­ 
er to have a case continued on the 
docket until trial are based on the 
prisoner’s right to a speedy trial, but 
that the present case does not show 
that, after the prisoner had escaped 
and while he was a fugitive from jus­ 
tice, he was clamoring for a speedy 
trial, nor were his rights infringed in 
the least in saving the clerk and pros­ 
ecutor the trouble of carrying the case 
on the docket while the prisoner was 
hiding from the officers. 
The court says it will not entertain 
an appeal on a shadow of a'teehnical- 
ity iii which there is no substance. 


MURDERED WIFE 


And Then Coolly Buried Her Body in 
Back Yard. 
F ort Wayne, Ind., Nov. 24.—William 
W alker, twenty-seven years old, a line­ 
man employed by the Home Telephone 
company, is under arrest here on a 
charge of m urdering his wife Sept. 23. 
and burying her body in the back yard. 
W alker made a complete confession, 
according to the police, telling them 
exactly where they would find the 
body, which was unearthed in a badly 
decomposed condition. 
The woman 
had been missed, but W a lle r had de­ 
clared she had run away with another 
man. Suspicion pointed to him by the 
finding of some bloody clothing which 
was identified as h alin g belonged to 
his wife, and upon being questioned 
by the police he confessed, declaring 
that the fatal quarrel was due to jeal­ 
ousy. 


WADE HIM MAD 


And Now This Farmer Is Going to 
Wipe Out Middleman’s Profits. 
Mitchell. Iud., Nov. 24.—Apples sold 
here at the grocery stores for $1 a 
bushel until a farm er brought a car­ 
load of the fruit to the city and sold 
it at 50 and 65 cents a bushel, accord­ 
ing to quality. 
The farm er was arrested on the 
charge of selling without a license, 
but was promptly acquitted. 
Now he 
says he intends to be a “tru st buster’’ 
in earnest, and in retaliation for his 
arrest will sell all kinds of fruit and 
vegetables as nearly at cost as possi­ 
ble. 
He proposes to wipe out the mid­ 
dleman’s profit. 


Left Gas Turned On. 
Indianapolis, Nov. 24.—Ora Davis, a 
young farm employe, whose home is 
near Lexington, Scott county, and Ray­ 
mond Bridge, a friend, believed to live 
in the same vicinity, m et death by 
asphyxiation in a room on the third 
floor of the Princeton hotel.

A COMPROMISE IS IN SIGHT 


Premier’s Determination to Uphold the 
Dynasty 
at 
All 
Costs 
Has 
Been 
Shaken by the Counsel of a Firm 
Friend, 
and 
Coming 
Negotiations 
May Disclose a Way Out That Will 
“Save the Face” of AII Parties. 


Peking, Nov. 24.—There has been a 
noteworthy change in the situation, if 
a statem ent made by Lang Skao Yi, 
ex-president of the board of communi­ 
cations, 
is 
accurate. 
Yuan 
Shill 
Kai, according to this statem ent, has 
withdrawn his decision to forcibly re­ 
press the revolutionists and has coun­ 
termanded t>e order for the mobiliza­ 
tion of troc /is in the province of Shan­ 
si. 
Yuan has also expressed a will­ 
ingness K? 
a conference between the 
government and representatives of the 
revolutionists with the object of reach­ 
ing a compromise. 
Lang Shao YI, who is a firm friend 
and supporter of Yuan, is the prime 
mover in the agitation for such a con­ 
ference. 
He refused a post in Yuan’s 
cabinet to devote himself to this m at­ 
ter. 
H e earnestly desires peace and 
pleaded with Yuan last week to sanc­ 
tion the conference, but failed to move 
the premier and quit Peking saddened 
by Yuan’s determ ination to uphold the 
dynasty at all costs. 
He determined, 
however, to make another try and re­ 
turned to the capital and again dis­ 
cussed the m atter with Yuan. 
The 
la tte r finally yielded to the extent 
stated above. Lang is very much grat­ 
ified a t his success and promises that 
tho abdication of the throne shall not 
be a sine qua non or pressed unless 
a compromise breaks down. 
Yuan, -while conceding the suspen­ 
sion of the operations against the reb­ 
els, stipulates that the imperialists 
will fight back if attacked. 
Lang is 
now’ confident of his ability to get dele­ 
gates from all the provinces to meet 
and decide the future of the empire. 
The expected battle at Nanking has 
not yet begun. 
Republican levies are 
marching there from Shanghai, Soo- 
chow\ Hanchowr and a score of other 
towns. Chang Hsun, the Manchu com­ 
mander, is reported to have withdraw'!! 
his forces into the city and to have 
decided to stand a siege. 
The rebels 
have put a price of 10,000 taels on 
Chang’s head. 
Admiral Sah, who went 
over to the rebels, has taken refuge 
In a British friend’s home to escape 
assassins. 
Lang Chao Vt- says Nanking is out 
of the government’s control and that 
General Chang is playing a lone hand. 
The government will not attem pt to 
help him because he massacred or or­ 
dered the m assacre of all those who 
had discarded their queues and will 
surely be defeated.
